Pieces 


This album contains nine pieces from ABRSM’s 2011 & 2012 Piano syllabus. In the exam, candidates 

must play three pieces, one chosen from each of the three syllabus lists (A, B and C). Candidates are 

free to choose from the pieces printed in this album and/or from the other pieces set for the grade: a 
full list is given on the opposite page as well as in the 2011 & 2012 syllabus booklet. All the pieces are 
valid from 1 January 2011 until 31 December 2012, with a permitted overlap into 2013 as follows: 

UK & Republic of Ireland — until the end of Period A (spring exams) 2013 

All other countries — until 31 December 2013 


The pieces in this album have been taken from a variety of different sources. Where appropriate, the 
pieces have been checked with original source material and edited to help the player when preparing 
for performance. Ornament realizations have been added by the editor, as have metronome marks 
shown within square brackets. Where necessary, the fingering has been amended by the editor to 
ensure a consistent approach within the album. Details of other editorial amendments or suggestions 
are given in the footnotes. Fingering and all editorial additions are for guidance only; they are not 
comprehensive or obligatory.

Prelude in C 


BWV 939 


DO NOT PHOTOCOPY 


J. S. Bach 
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This piece is the first of four little preludes by Bach from a manuscript of about 1727 belonging to Johann Peter Kellner (1705-72). Kellner was a 
well-known organist and a great admirer of Bach, many of whose organ and harpsichord works he copied out himself. It is possible that the four 
little preludes were composition exercises supervised or assisted by Bach, rather than original compositions of Bach’s own. The Prelude in C is a 
study in building an entire piece out of a single motive (the first eight notes of the RH part). Mordents might be added to the LH part of bb. 10 
and 11 in line with those in b. 9. All dynamics are editorial suggestions only.

Englischer Tanz English Dance 


The Austrian composer and violinist Carl Ditters von Dittersdorf (1739-99) was a contemporary of Haydn's. From 1770 to 1795 he was employed 
as Kapellmeister to the Prince-Bishop of Breslau, who lived at the castle of Johannisberg in what is now the Czech Republic. His huge output 
includes over 40 concertos, about 120 symphonies and some 45 operas. This English Dance comes from his collection of 20 englische Tanze fiir 
das Fortepiano. Unslurred quavers might be lightly detached. The slurs in bb. 1-5 and 11 are suggestions for exam purposes, but those in bb. 9 
and 15-24 are present in the source.

Leopold Kozeluch (1747-1818) was a Bohemian composer who in 1778 settled in Vienna, where he was active as a pianist, composer, teacher and 
music publisher. In 1792 he succeeded Mozart as composer to the imperial court. Many of his compositions feature his own instrument, the 
piano, notably his 20 or so keyboard concertos and 49 keyboard sonatas. The Cossacks of the title were a people of Southern Imperial Russia, 
renowned for their military skills. Westerners in the 18th and early 19th centuries viewed them as exotic and bizarre.

Andante [J = c.56] 
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The Russian composer Aleksandr Tikhonovich Grechaninov (1864-1956) studied with Arensky at the Moscow Conservatory and then with 
Rimsky-Korsakov at the St Petersburg Conservatory. He taught in these two Russian cities until 1925, when he moved to Paris. In 1939 he 
emigrated to the United States, becoming an American citizen in 1946. His large output includes piano music, songs, operas and five 
symphonies. This piece is the first in his collection Beads, Op. 123, which dates from 1929-30.

The Georgian composer Genarii Osipovich Korganov (1858-90) first studied in the Georgian capital Tiflis (Tbilisi), then in Leipzig with Carl 
Reinecke, and finally in St Petersburg, before returning to Tiflis where he taught piano at the Conservatory. He wrote many small piano pieces, 
mostly for younger players. His Album for the Young is a collection of eight short and easy pieces.

Marie on her seventh birthday.

Christian Diendorfer (b. 1957) is an Austrian composer who studied composition and instrumental teaching at the Hochschule fiir Musik und 
darstellende Kunst in Vienna. Since 1988 he has been active not only as a composer but as a teacher of piano, music theory and analysis. This 
piece comes from Pianinis (1990), a collection of 22 short character pieces. They aim to be as varied as possible in style and expression but 
technically straightforward. An acceptable tempo for this piece in the exam would be J=c.126.

Joni Mitchell (b. 1943) is a Canadian folk and rock singer and songwriter. In the mid-1960s she performed widely in Canada and the USA, before 
moving to southern California in 1967. She recorded her debut album in New York at the age of 25. ‘Both Sides Now’ of 1967, one of her 
best-known songs, was included on her second album, Clouds, released in 1969. It is given here in a piano arrangement. The first three stanzas 
read: 


Rows and flows of angel hair / And ice cream castles in the air / And feather canyons everywhere: / I’ve looked at clouds that way. 
But now they only block the sun, / They rain and snow on everyone. / So many things I would have done, / But clouds got in my way. 
I’ve looked at clouds from both sides now, / From up and down, and still somehow / It’s cloud illusions I recall — / I really don’t know clouds at all.
